Our State Board of Pharmacy exercises control over all 
pharmacies within our State by the granting or withholding 
of licenses. Anyone wishing to operate a pharmacy must 
earn a Registered Pharmacist’s license. The applicant must 
demonstrate his willingness to comply with our high State 
standards of practice. Our State law also requires that a 
pharmacist keep his prescription records for a number of 
years. These files ... of overy prescription he fills ... must 
be open to inspection by the State Board of Pharmacy at 
all times. In addition, the Federal government has legis­ 
lated specific laws for control of narcotics and adulterated 
or misbranded pharmaceuticals. The various States have 
also passed laws dealing with labeling. With this protection- 
by-law, policed by pharmacists themselves through the 
Boards of Pharmacy, pharmaceutical standards are kept at 
a uniformly high level throughout the country.

States is making a telling 
record of the influence and effect of third parties. That ac< 
record demonstrates that third parties can determine the th< 
outcome of national elections. It also shows that the 
effects of third parties in presidential elections are likely 
to be adverse to the interests of supporters of third 
parties 
The influence of third parties works in several major 
directions. Sometimes the influence if programmatic. 
Political positions held by left-oriented third parties 
during the 1920‘s and 30’s were often taken up by the 
Democratic 
Party 
once 
the 
electoral 
season 
was 
concluded. 
Or the influence may be in the organizational field 
when a major party follows a third party’s successful 
foray to develop a following among organized special 
interest groups. Or the influence may be felt through the 
transfer of talented leadership persons, after an election, . 
to political offices offered by the winning major party. 
Rut the effects of third parties upon presidential 
elections are more dramatic when the third party votes 
throw the election to one of the two major candidates, 
Henry Clay’s third party candidate drew off the support 
of Northern abolitionists Each time, in place of (’lay, the 
abolitionist votes succeeded in electing the forthright 
sogregt lomst, slavery-system supporter. 
Similarly, the election of Harry Truman« in 19*18, was 
directly affected by third parties whose interests were 
probably less served by his victory than they would have 
had his major opponent l»een successful.

Give people an inch, and they’ll squeeze 
Since 1965 the United Farm Workers organizing pocket church pew, somehow, 
committee has been attempting, without success, to 
unionize the grape 
pickers in the vineyards of Delano, 
California. It is quite apparent that the pickers do not 
want to become union members !>ecause, in the three 
harvests since 
the opening efforts by a 
handful if 
dissident workers, there has been no strike by the 5,000 
pickers. The grapes have been harvested and sent to 
market. The pickers have been paid and settled back to 
await their next stint in the fields. 
Numerous charges of violence have been leveled by 
partisans on each side of the issue. The most significant 
outburst was staged far from California in the halls of the 
House Office Building in .Vashington in «September of 
1968. Rep. iiob Mathias, of California, the former 
Olympic champion, sent his colleagues some bunches of 
California grapes and two New York State congressmen, 
led (to quote Hep. Burke of Florida) “a hastily assembled 
mob in the presence of the press, ’ to Congressmen 
Mathias’ office. Here members of this “mob” smeared the 
floors of the House Office Building with the food. 
Now the SDS has entered the picture. This is the 
group that has been disrupting college campuses across 
the nation with anti-war demonstrations. The University 
of Washington banned the sale of California grapes by 
facilities on the campus. The student Young Republicans 
set up a booth in the Student Union building to protest, 
peacefully.
